NOTE: The newly added claim languages, interalia, "best effort" in the context of dynamically redefining resource 
allocation and "when server resources are available but not currently utilized" in the conext of defining available resources for allocation 
or deallocation have clearly changed the scope of the claims and therefore require reconsideration and/or search.. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not deemed to be 
persuasive, therefore the rejections stand. 

Spcifically, Applicant argues that the added claim limitations are simply brought down from the preamble and alleged that these added 
claim limitations were ignored in the previous office actions, therefore the amendment does not raise new issues. 

The examiner would like to point out that (1) the "best effort" recited the preample is in the genera! context of "allocation and deallocation" 
resources. However, in the newly modified claim limitations, the "best effort" is placed in the context of "dynamically redefining said 
allocating and deallocating... wherein the "redefining" was perceived as redefining service levels in the previous office action; and (2), in 
a like manner, the "additional resources" in the preample could not have been perceived as "available but not currently utilized" server 
resources in the process of changing service levels. 

It is further noted that although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
